Claims 10-12, 17-18, 22, and 25 are cancelled. 

Claim 23 has been amended to depend on claim 17 which has been cancelled. 
Therefore, claim 23 is cancelled also. 

Applicant's election of Group II, claims 4-6, 13-14 and 20 in the reply filed on 
01/27/04 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point 
out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as 
an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)).

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1 - 
3, 7-9, 15-16, 19, 21 and 24 directed to inventions non-elected without traverse.
